dit for this; we have more than 
enough. Industry cries out for funds. 
Investors hunger for an opportunity to 
supply-them.' Why do .they not get 
together? 


"Must Think of 1950" 


"The reason is plain—the atmos- 


phere. Industry and .investors . exist 
m an atmosphere of hostility and 
.uncertainty. This is a porfit system 
we live in. If it is no good we ought 
to get rid of it. But if we want to 
keep it—and we do—then we must 
have profits. A profit system without 
profits is unthinkable. 


•'But we have been singing hymns 


of hate against the profit-makers, 
Every investor and every enterpriser 
feels that the government is against 
him—wants to punish him, legulale 
him, penalize him, disaim him. 


"Who 
is the profitmaker? He is the 


manufacturer, tlie storekeeper, tlie 
idil and utility enterpusei who must 
hire-men and pay wages before he 
can'make a profit. There is no use 
quibbling about this—the administrat- 
ion has succeeded in creating this 
feeling a feeling that .this man is 
a public enemy. As long as this 
lasts investment is unthinkable. 


"To end that we must first of all 


put into the White House a man and 
into Congress a party which everyone 
knows is not hostile to business. 
That act alone will produce, in a 
thrice, 
confidence—not 
just 
blind 


confidence, but an assurance that the 
government is not lying in wait for 
tlie man who starts a business, hires 
a laborer and makes a profit. 


"But we must do more than just 


change parties. We must think not 
merely of 1940, but of 1950. We must 
change the personnel of the Securities 
Exchange Commission and eliminate 
from tlie act the provisions which 
make it so costly to put out an issue 
of a few hundred thousand or a mil- 
lion that no sane man will attempt 
it.. 


"We must phange the personnel of 


the National Labor Relations Board, 
even if the act were not changed so 
that an, employer will havp a chance 
for his life. But we must also change 
the act to. make it fair to both labor- 
er and employer. We must once and 
for all put iah end to all government 
competition with private business. 


"We're on the Whimsical 


Standard" 


"We must end not only hostility 


to business, but uncertainty. There- 
fore we must repeal all the float- 
ing powers of the President. Our 
currency now is based not on any 
metal, but on the President's whim. 
We are not on the gold standard, 
but on the whimsical standard. 


"We must put an end to the Presi- 


dent's power to change tariff sche- 
dules at will. No business is safe 
while this power exists. Congress must 
resume tlie powers which it has 
abandoned to (lie President. 


"We- have to overhaul our fiscal 


system We have put a huge founda- 
tion of government spending under 
oui s>ys>teirf We ciinnot yank H out

both beef and pork liver contain 
more iron than calves' liver. 


Dried fruits offer iron, too—apri- 


cots, peaches, prunes, raisins. So do 
dried vegetables and nuts, particul- 
arly peanuts.

The one 
thing that is clear is that whoevei 
wrote, or spoke,' the ' words of this 
chapter was speaking to"'a suffering 
and, troubled" people, ministering to 
them In-words.of .comfort and hope. 
.Let us look back a..moment on the 
political history of the Jewish peo- 
ple up to. this time. The kingdom of 
un undivided Israel' as we mighl 
think of it as existing undey David 
and Solomon was broken up after So- 
lomon's, death by revolt of Jeroboam, 
whom 10 tribes followed to establish 
the Northern Kingdom, or the King- 
dom of Israel. Two- tribes remained 
loyal to Rehobodm to continue the 
Southern Kingdom or the Kingdom of 
Judah. 


The Northern' Kingdom was swept 


away in 722 B. C. when Sargon, the 
Assyrian conqueror, overthrew it and 
carried its people into exile, never 
1o return. It is to this that we 
refer today when we speak of -i'the 
10 lost tribes." The Kingdom o/ Jildah 
continued until 580 B. C. when it was 
conquered by Nebuchadnezzar, The 
oeople were carried in exile to Baby- 
lon,
